Life On The Boat

To all of our OTVARC friends -- 
To cover a lot of time very quickly -- 


We saw many of you last at our “open boat” in Septem- 
ber. In early October the truck came and we transported 
our 8 year project up the road to Port Townsend. We 
moved on board SKYE right away. (It helps to have no 
other home available.) After a trip to Hillsboro to close out 
our building barn, we came back to Port Townsend and 
concentrated on getting the boat rigged (mast, etc.) After 
countless delays, we launched in late December. We got 
our Sails in the middle of the February snow storm and 
had our first sail a week later when the temperature got 
up to 45 degrees. We moved us and SKYE here to 
Hadlock, Wa. late in February. just in time for the March 
snow storm. When our month is up here we will probably 
be on the move until sometime in the fall. 


Living aboard an engineless sail boat is so much different 
from anything in our experience that it is kind of hard to 
describe. . i 


Countless people just stand and stare at SKYE. We have 
met and made friends with all sorts of people who have 
the common interest in boats. It’s kind of like a much 
larger group of hams. The same kind of diversity, yet the 
same kind of “good” people. The thing that we didn't 
suspect was that boaters really don't generally care what 
kind of boat they have, just that people are interested in 
the water. 


The thing that didn't surprise us is that ham radio takes 
on anew and very different meaning. First of course, it is 
our main communication tool with our friends. We find 
that we use HF more than VHF. Boats, unlike cars don't 
Stay in predictable places. We do use 2M to talk to local 
friends, and to talk to each other, but more often line-of- 
sight and busy repeaters limit us too much. 


How is ham radio different for us than it once was? First 


and foremost, no more PGE. We have battery power and — 


only the sun and wind to recharge. We do our SSB work 
on 40W or less as much as possible. When working CW 
we don’t worry about big signal reports, just that we can 
be heard. The other thing is that while we have a great 
ground, we can forget about antennas any fancier than 
random wire verticals or mobile whips. Vertical dipoles 
wor fine, but they get in the way of sails and like items 
of minor importance. 


Right now we are running the Yaesu FT-757Gx into a 


ohm transmission line to a 42 foot kind of vertical wire. 
We get out fine on 80M, but we have some problems to 
solve on up around the 10M band. 


By the way, we would be most happy to hear from any of 
the OTVARC crew. We try to keep a regular schedule on 
the Northwest Boater's Net at 0830 local time on 3865 
KHz daily. Conditions into Portland are generally pretty 
good that time of the day. 


There's lots more to tell, but we will hold that for another 
time of for a visit to a meeting in the fall. | 


We miss you all, especially that public service gang.
